During the past year 107 new books have been added to the 
library. By reference tothe report of the librarian, we find 
that out of a total circulation of 9,591 for the year, 9,145 were 
works of fiction. This is an increase over last year of 4,464, 
and indicates plainly the kind of books that are desired by a 
majority of our library readers. 

Your trustees have endeavored as far as practical to obtain 
and place in circulation the newest and best works of this 
class as soon as published, and we think that in this respect 
the library will compare favorably with others of like income. 

We feel the need of increased room for library purposes, 
and it is our opinion that the town ought to have a public 
library building devoted exclusively to library purposes, 
open every day, with a reading room connected, where books 
of reference might be examined, and where the best magazines 
for old and young might always be found upon the tables; 
also with an income suflicient to employ a librarian who could 
devote a greater part of the time in striving to increase the 
efficiency of the different interests of the library. 

It seems to us that the time has come when some public- 
spirited citizen should step forward and present the town of 
Pembroke with a public library building, furnished and 
equipped, and with an income sufficient to meet all its needs. 
This is truly a worthy object, and we trust that in the near 
future we shall have a town library which shall stand among 
the best in the state.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


—_—_— 


Another school year of thirty-six weeks has been provided ; 
the buildings at Buck Street, North Pembroke, the Hill and the 
Brickett have been repainted, and other less costly repairs been 
made; an unusually large amount of new books have been pur- 
chased to meet changes hitherto deferred, and a quantity of 
general supplies greater than present needs required have 
been secured to take advantage of larger discounts. ‘The cost 
of the books and supplies and of general repairs for the next 
year, for the above reason, should be much less than has been 
the average for several years. All this has been done anda 
gratifying balance left in the treasury. 

There is $199.81 remaining unpaid for high school tuition, 
because the special appropriation of $600 lacked that much of 
meeting the full claim on that account. The board is officially 
advised that the money required to be raised for school pur- 
poses under the general law cannot be applied for high school 
tuition. An appropriation for this deficit will need be made. 

The school building accommodations at Suncook village re- 
main as when the last report was made, except that the artifi- 
cial heat has prevented the freezing of the closet pipes through- 
out the excessively cold season. It has not been possible to 
keep the pipe to the faucet in the main building in use, and 
during the few coldest months water for drinking has been 
brought in pails, as was formerly done. The Electric Railway 
Company has been asked to put up a guard rail between the 
sidewalk in front of the school grounds and its tracks, but it 
has declined to do so, claiming tbat it would increase rather 
than lessen the danger. Under the article inserted in the war- 
rant, as directed by the district, in special meeting, we believe 
action can be taken as desired as to playground, putting in a 
heating system, removing the building, or constructing new 
elsewhere. If the building is to be used as in the past, new 
floors in the upper rooms are desirable.

Additional playground is desirable at the Pembroke Street 
school and your action is asked upon that matter. 

The policy of the state requiring towns to furnish free in- 
struction to allits pupils of high school grade has added an 
item of expense to those towns not maintaining a school of 
that grade. The trustees of Pembroke Academy have suc- 
ceeded in erecting a modern, up-to-date building, an ornament 
and credit to the community, without public expense. You 
are asked to act upon the proposition of making a contract 
with that institution to make it serve as the high school of the 
town, as the law authorizes. 

The supervisory district of Pembroke and Pittsfield has been 
enlarged by the admission of Allenstown. 

The resignation of Frank Howe Benedict, who had served 
as superintendent since the organization of the district in 1901, 
to take effect January 1, last, had to be accepted, to the uni- 
versal regret of all interested in our schools, we fully believe. 
The public farewell reception tendered him at Thompson Hall 
furnished strong proof of the fact. Leon O. Merrill of Pittsfield 
was chosen his successor, and is working energetically to fill 
the place. He isa graduate of Dartmouth College, the State 
Normal School and Harvard Summer School, and has excep- 
tional training for the work. 

An innovation of the past year was the public graduating 
exercises at the town hall of the ten pupils who had completed 
the course of study in our schools. The exercises could not 
have been more creditably rendered, and we trust such a 
feature of our school work will be permanent. 

The enumeration of school children, required by law. was 
made by Levi L. Aldrich, under our direction. He reported 
as follows:

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor of herewith submitting that 
portion of the fourth annual report which relates to my connec- 
tion with the schools of Pembroke during the year 1904. 

The good people of Pembroke, since I have been associated 
with the schools, have desired to have schools of a supe- 
rior character, and the support given the teachers and superin- 
tendent has been hearty and inspiring. Our attempts to make 
the schools modern, efficient and enjoyable to the children have 
been welcomed with confidence and our errors of judgment 
endured with magnanimity. We have been supplied with all 
material that has been needed. The result is that good, robust, 
vital work has been carried on in the schools. 

Some provision should be made to care for those unfortu- 
nate children between the ages of fourteen and sixteen years 
who cannot read and write sufficiently to secure a labor certifi- 
cate. As it is now they can be taken from their work but 
must be left to rove about the street in idleness. This is a 
greater misfortune to them than illegal employment of them. 

The attitude of the parents and citizens of the community 
toward educational interests is grand. ‘The pleasure evinced 
at the final settlement of the academy troubles testifies to this. 
The beautiful and convenient new building stands as a testi- 
monial that the community desires to surround its youth with 
all that will refine and develop the true and useful man and 
woman. ? 

It is a great trust when parents place their children in the 
hands of teachers. Pembroke teachers have realized this and 
I believe that none have violated it. They have not spared 
themselves toil; they have been tender or severe as the case 
seemed to demand ; they have had an interest in the work that 
is born only through love of the profession. 
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With a teaching force that has been with us for some time and 
has grown in this attitude toward the education of children, the 
instruction has become of a more lasting and beneficial chiar- 
acter. The teachers hold a broader view of school work. 

It is impossible to estimate the value of a teacher’s work. 
Years afterward, many: times not at all, men and women look 
back to their school life and see which teacher lifted the scales 
from their eyes and set the springs of ambition to work. But 
it is safe to say that a teacher has reached the end of her use- 
fulness when she fails to progress in the work, fails to under- 
stand the child mind and the individual better. I can say that 
none of our teachers has reached that time. ‘Therefore the 
end is not yet. 

The attitude of the children is very pleasing. Many of 
them have expressed a desire to have shorter vacations. Were 
not the work pleasant no such attitude would follow. ‘They 
have been courteous and obedient to the teachers and enjoyed 
a fellowship with them that means much. 

I think that the few cases of disobedience that have called 
for more than a simple reprimand are worthy of mention as point- 
ing toward the good feeling between teachers and pupils. 
Where there is much physical punishment there is a lack of 
genuine community of interest and devotion. 

The spirit with which the children entered into the presenta- 
tion of the operetta last April and the keenness with which they 
viewed the laying of the corner stone of Pembroke Academy 
made both exercises valuable to them and the task of prepar- 
ing them for such participation most enjoyable to the teachers 
and myself in spite of the tremendous drain upon our 
energies. 

Last June saw ten boys and girls leave the grammar school 
work and appropriate exercises were held at the town hall. I 
feel that this is a commendable step and I recommend that a 
list of the graduates and the programme be incorporated in the 
annual report hereafter. Everything reasonable should be 
done to keep our boys and girls in school until the grammar 
school work is completed. 

There is one line of work that has improved greatly during 
the past two years. The pupils express themselves orally and 
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writtenly with much more clearness than in years past. Usu- 
ally too little attention is given this branch. 

The future of the Pembroke schools has yet to bring many 
good things to the school system. Hand work must enter into 
the curriculum more extensively. The home is so different 
now that this becomes a necessity. The rural boys and girls 
will not need so much of it. I wish to urge upon parents the 
need there is of having their children perform daily tasks re- 
quiring the exercise of the muscles, the will and judgment. It 
is educational. 

Most of the school buildings are in a-good state of repair. 

I should recommend that a new building be erected at 
Suncook on alot that might afford some room fora playground 
and school garden, a building that could accommodate more 
pupils. 

This would remove the danger because of the proximity to 
the car line as well as other difficulties. If this cannot be done 
the old building should be thoroughly overhauled and sufficient 
land be purchased to afford the children a suitable play- 
ground. 

I think another subject worthy of consideration while looking 
forward to the future growth. The Pembroke Street school is 
even more unfortunately located so far as the electric line is 
concerned than the Suncook building. 

Therefore, since the demands upon the school are such as 
they are, I should advise considering the possibility of uniting 
the Pembroke Hill, Pembroke Street and Brickett schools, and 
erecting a new building as central as possible. This build- 
ing should have two rooms and the extra expense now em- 
ployed for the third school should be used for transporting 
those children whom this change would leave an unreasonable 
distance from the building. 

I do not make this recommendation, expecting that it will 
meet the approval of the people at once, but I feel that if due 
consideration be given it, no one can fail of seeing how such 
a move will work to the advantage of the children of this 
locality. 

There is a means of relieving the overworked teachers in 
the two street schools. No ninth class should be allowed to 
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work in them. Children wishing to take this work should do 
so at Suncook, thereby getting better training and giving the 
younger ones more of the teacher’s time in these schools. 

I wish to say to you that I believe that the town cannot af- 
ford to consider paying the teachers less than at present. I 
believe there should be an increase of salary for teachers whom 
the board considers worth retaining, and the present salary for 
new ones. 

Through this report I wish to thank the citizens of the town 
for the support given me. 

While I feel that the system of supervision is firmly estab- 
lished in Pembroke, I wish to say that the success is largely 
due to the whole-hearted, efficient service of those men whom 
the district has seen fit to call upon to serve as its school board. 

It is very gratifying to me to have been a-.successful pioneer 
in this movement in New Hampshire and I shall ever feel grate- 
ful to those men who advised and guided me through those first 
months when so mnch depended upon the administration of the 
new and untried duties of: this office.

To the School Board: 


I have the honor to present herewith, as superintendent of 
schools, my first report, a part of the fourth annual report 
since the adoption of school supervision by Pembroke. 

As my connection with the schools has been but eight weeks, 
together with the conditions under which I assume the duties 
of a supervisor, I am not able to give such a report as other- 
wise might be expected. However, I have found the pupils 
satisfactorily graded and the order of work done good. The 
method of teaching pupils to read, without first learning the 
alphabet, has been put into practice and the results are un- 
questionable. But the analogous principle for the beginning 
and development of number work has not been adopted. It 
is somewhat harder to be acquired, but time being given, I 
hope to have it incorporated into the school work. 














If the opportunity is given, it will also be an aim of mine to 
adopt the ‘* Uniform Course of Study for the Schools of New 
Hampshire,” prepared by the Educational Council, and adopted 
by the New Hampshire State Teachers’ Association. 

In conclusion, permit me to gratefully acknowledge the en- 
couragement and warm-hearted support of the teachers, and to 
commend their service, and to express to you my appreciation 
of the pleasant conditions under which I have been privileged 
to work.
